Dr.  Albert  Parry  put  the 
dience  immediately  at  ease 
maintained  <a  pleasant  atmosphere 
with  his  ready  humor,  excellent 
use  of  colloquialisms,  and  striking 
parallelisms.

“Home  is  the  best  place  for  the 
child,  and  the  vision  of  the  chil¬ 
dren’s  institution  in  social  work  is 
to  provide,  as  nearly  as  possible, 
home  life  in  a  religious  setting," 
said  the  Rev.  Paul  Moeller,  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Lutheran  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Home,  Waverly,  speaking 
on  “Social  Work  through  the  es¬ 
tablished  children’s  institution"  at 
the  Feb.  13  session.  The  purpose 
of  an  institution  is  to  fit  the  chil¬ 
dren  again  for  a  happy  home 
life — a  normal  life  for  boys  and 
girls  who  are  emotionally  unad¬ 
justed.  "Workers  in  an  institution 
are  doing  their  work  because  of 
their  love  for  children,  to  express 
their  love  for  Christ  in  service."

Surely  some  of  the  most  blessed  memories  of  our  college 
years  here  at  Wartburg  will  be  memories  of  our  spiritual  life 
and  growth  during  our  stay  on  the  campus.  I  believe  that 
such  is  to  be  expected  because  we  have  chosen  Wartburg 
for  our  higher  education.  We  have  chosen  a  school,  dedicated 
to  the  Lord  and  His  work;  consequently,  the  life  of  every 
student  who  enrolls  here  should  be  a  better  life,  not  only 
spiritually,  but  also  physically  and  mentally  as  well.

Perhaps  if  each 
of  us  were  to  bow  his  head  in  silent  prayer,  much  could  be 
added  to  our  services,  and  we  ourselves  would  benefit  more 
from  convocation. 

We  would  also  remember  the  opportunities  provided  in 
the  joint  chapel  held  on  Thursday  evenings.  Surely  these 
meetings  can  be  influential  in  our  spiritual  growth.  There¬ 
fore,  let  us  faithfully  support  these  services  by  our  attend¬ 
ance. 

In  connection  with  these  thoughts  on  spiritual  growth,  I 
believe  that  many  among  us  are  neglecting  that  which  is  the 
most  powerful  influence  in  this  whole  program  of  spiritual 
growth.  This  opportunity  is  the  daily  reading  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  the  daily  use  of  prayer.  How  many  of  us 
faithfully  read  our  Bibles,  begin  and  end  the  day  with  God, 
and  call  on  Him  many  times  during  the  day?  Let  us  remem¬ 
ber  this  obligation  to  ourselves  and  to  God. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  thank  God  that  He  has  seen  fit  to 
guide  us  to  Wartburg,  where  we  have  all  these  opportunities 
to  develop  our  spiritual  lives  and  to  broaden  our  Christian 
experience.

The  na¬ 
tive’s  fear  of  death  is  the  great¬ 
est  evil  the  missionary  must  over¬ 
come.  The  Rev.  Zeilinger  stressed 
the  fact  that  "true  happiness 
comes  only  through  serving 
Christ.”

The  occasion 
also  marked  the  thirty-fifth  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
Conference  in  1910  at  Harrisburg, 
j  P;i-  The  theme  of  the  convention 
I  was:  "Christian  Higher  Education 
1 1  and  Lutheran  World  Unity.”  Dr. 
C.  G.  Shatzer,  Dean  of  Wittem- 
berg  College,  president  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  presided  at  the  opening 
session  and  also  at  the  anniver¬ 
sary  banquet.” 

Augustana  Expands 
“A  million  dollar  expansion  pro¬ 
gram  was  authorized  by  the  board 
of  directors  of  Augustana  College 
located  at  Rock  Island,  IU.  New 
units  included  in  the  plan  consist 
of  a  fine  arts  building,  a  dormi¬ 
tory  for  men,  and  a  dormitory  and 
dining-hall  for  women.  At  least 
$700,000  will  be  spent.  The  ex¬ 
pansion  plans  also  include  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  not  less  than  $300,000 
for  the  endowment  fund  to  care  for 
needed  increases  in  salaries,  and 
for  the  employment  of  additional 
staff  members.  Future  plans  also 
include  the  erection  of  a  new 
library  for  the  seminary  unit  and 
"  Memorial  Chapel.” 

Capital  Ends  Acceleration 
“Acceleration  was  voted  out  by 
the  Regents  of  Capital  University 
and  Seminary.  The  school  will  re¬ 
turn  to  its  normal  pre-war  two- 
semester  program,  with  the  matter 
of  a  short  summer  session  left 
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open  for  further  consideration  if 
the  demand  warrants  it.” 

Wartburgcr  at  Pacific 
’Two  veterans,  Dr.  W  H 
Shaefer  and  Dr.  P.  E.  Haugel 
have  joined  the  faculty  of  Paci¬ 
fic  Lutheran  College.

Dr.  Hauge  has  re¬ 
turned  after  a  three  and  one-half 
years’  leave  of  absence  to  resume 
his  duties  as  dean  and  registrar." 

Foreign  Students 
"President  O.  P.  Kretzmann  of 
Valparaiso  University  has  just  re¬ 
ceived  word  from  the  New  York 
office  of  the  Americon-Scandl- 
navian  Foundation  that  contact  Is 
being  made  in  Norway,  Sweden, 
and  Denmark  with  ten  prospective 
students  who  may  be  able  to  en¬ 
roll  in  Valparaiso  in  the  coming 
semester.  The  ten  students  will  be 
the  first  to  receive  benefit  of  tlio 
twenty-five  scholarships  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  University  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  purpose  of  aid¬ 
ing  the  education  of  Europeans. 
Scholarships  provide  for  full  tui¬ 
tion,  board,  and  room  during  their 
stay  on  the  campus.
